Bishop Oxnam Flunks His 
Test: Prepared “Proof” Of 
~ Anti-Commumnamis m 
Not Convincing 
Seventeen “Hand-Picked” Statements Made During 
26-Year Period Show Methodist Prelate Addicted

“I have been.actively opposed té Communism 
all my life; “Méthodist Bishop G. }Bromley 
Oxnam brashly declared to the Housé“Commit- 
tee on _Un-American .Activities..when.-he --ap- 
before the “Committee July 21, 1953, at 

his own request. But examination of the “proof” 


he had prepared-in advance *leaves*a reader 


unconvinced. 

Included in the bishop’s showing were 17 
quotations or excerpts from. articles, books :or 
addresses of his authorship; they showed the 
bishop as a master -of double talk designed ?to 
hide the fact that-he never utters forthright and 
complete repudiation of Communism. Rather, 
the bishop holds» tightly ‘to’ the social gospel 
“line” that Utopia-‘can*be reached without:resort 
to the revolutionary: vof Marxism. 

While no “social gospeler” will admit the fact, 
actually Communism<is' three’ different things at 
the same time: (1) atheistic Marxism theories; 
(2) a program of violent-revolution:recommend- 
ed by Marx as the only possible path to Utopia, 
and (3) the Utopia which Marx foretold «as 
developing out of the dictatorship which would 
be established as climax of ‘the revolution. 

So, “social gospél” preachers blatantly de- 
nounce Communism (1) and Communism (2) 
but never repudiate.Communism (3) because 
the Utopia they vision is identical with that. of 
the: Communists and ‘Socialists. This Utopia was 
pictured charmingly by Edward Bellamy »in 
Looking Backward, sketched a bit more crudely 
by Thomas More in his. Utopia,..published ‘in 
Latin for the intelligentsia of 1516, and differing 
only slightly from Plato's. Republic. 

Only One Utepia for All ‘Collectivists 

Regardless of who pictures Utopia, always it 
is a place where the governing rule .in.society 
is the Marxism formula, “From each according 
‘to his ability, to each aceording to his need.” 
This formula, in these exact words .was given 
official approval of the Executive Committee of 
the World Council of Churches in: a_:letter to 
member churches under date of Feb. 1, 1951, 
at which time Bishop Oxnam was the American 
president of the Council. This formula, the 
Jetter said, “has its roots in the teachings of 
Jesus.” If this were true, then the USSR would 
be Christian republic, as Article 12 of the Soviet 
Constitution uses exactly the same words to state 
the “principle of Socialism” which is applied in 
the Soviets. 

The bishop had an opportunity to repudiate 
this heresy of the World Council when he ap- 
peared before the House Committee. Such a 
repudiation would have changed the entire 
complexion of the hearing, and public reaction 
to it. But the bishop: muffed‘the chance. Indeed, 
he prefaced his declaration of life-long opposi- 
tion to Communism with the “social gospel” 
lingo of repudiating Communism (1) and (2), 
thereby assuring his Communist-Socialist friends 
that he had not deserted them. 

Earliest of the bishop’s hand-picked quota- 
tions is from his book, Russian Impressions, 
privately published in 1927, 26 years before the 
hearing. In this quoted statement the bishop 
expressed sympathy for workmen who do not 
want Communism but do want “just industrial 
system.” He warned that the Russian experiment 
should prove the folly of violent methods. “New 
societies grow slowly; they are not just made, 
like Topsy,” he wrote. This is the palaver of 
the Fabian Socialists whose British program is 
greatly admired by the bishop. 

Adopting the lingo of the League for Indus- 
trial Democracy, educational wing of the So- 
cialist Party, Bishop Oxnam wrote in Youth and 
the New America, 1928, “The line of develop- 
ment for us in America is neither fascism nor 
communism, but rather the extension of the 
existing system of political democracy into the 
industrial realm.” Norman Thomas and Harry 
Laidler, who headed up the League, decided 
that they could.get more converts for Socialism 
if they called it something else. So, they called 
it “industrial democracy” and fooled millions of 
people. Bishop Oxnam was not deceived — he 
| is one of the principal “foolers.” urd

I go’out there, and ‘Dr. Riley, he went 
in and opened my place,:and took a piece of my bone. 
Well, about two weeks, I could not:stand the pain...

I went back to Dr. Martin. Dr. Martin said, “You go 
to Dr. Mills. In the Medical Arts Building. I go over 
there, He took some bone, and I was sick, and I come 
back again. to him, and: they cut: this side. I stayed in 
the hospital here two months —~in' the Baylor Hospital. 
I lost weight. I couldn’t eat~anything. I weighed about 
117 or 118 pounds. I was awfully sick. A friend of mine 
come to me and said, “We're going to take you to 
Hoxsey.” I said, “Who is Hoxsey?” He said, “He will 
fix you up.” I said, “I will take a chance anyhow.” 

Dr. Hoxsey: Joe, did they give you the last Sacra- 
ment that day? 

A.—Yes, sir. 

Dr. Hoxsey: Called in all of -your relatives and said 
you were going to’ die? 

A.—Yes, sir. I come here ‘the next day after they 
gave the last Sacrament. 

Dr. Hoxsey: Were you able: to walk? 

A.—Not very well. I wasn’t very strong. 

Dr. Mueller: When was that? 

A.—In 1947. I came there, and he took me, Dr. Dur- 
kee, and the Doctor here, ‘and they took my blood, and 
they said my heart is good. They said “Joe, we are going 
to help you.” I did what they tell me to do and I 
started getting well. I started gaining weight, started 
getting my strength, and ate more. I could open my 
mouth, and they used: to always feed me with a needle 
in the vein with some water. And I gained weight in 
about five months; in three months, the bone came 
right out. came right out here, and nobody picked 
them out. They just fell out. And they helped me, so I 
am all right today, I am strong as a bull now. 


Dr. Randall: What do you do now? 

A.—I work. 

Q.—He is also a professional referee. 

Your profession: was that of a wrestler when that thing 
attacked you? 

A.—No. 

Q.—I thought you were a wrestler? 

A.—I was a wrestler, but that didn’t come from 
wrestling. 

Q.—I did not mean that. How’ much did you weigh 
when wrestling? 

A.—When I was a wrestler, 187 pounds’ was the 
most I ever weighed. My normal weight. 

Q.—And, at your wrost stage when they were cutting 
on you and when they brought you in here, how much 
did you weigh? 

A.—I weighed 115 or 118 pounds. 

Q.—How much do you weigh now? 

A.—I weigh about: my normal weight, about 180 or 
187. 

Dr. Hoxsey: Were you the World’s Champion? 

A—lI was the welterweight and middleweight, and 
the light-heavyweight. I was the Olympic, I was the 
champion of the Navy, I was the champion of Europe. 
I was a pretty good wrestler. 

Q.—How much money’ did you spend with the other 
doctors? 

A.—I went -broke. 

Q.—How much money did you spend; you spent a 
lot of money, many thousands? 

A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—How much did you pay this institution? 

A.—I never paid you anything. I still owe you. 

Dr. Randall: You are still getting medicine from here? 

A.—Yes.

Letters To The House 


Madison, Wisc. 
Dear Mr. Velde: 

As you know, I have been a strong supporter 
of Congressional investigations and of the work 
of the committee which you head. This goes, too, 
for members and cooperators of this organiza- 
tion, as individuals—this Council does not par- 
ticipate as a Council in political matters. I am 
happy, however, that in the United States one 
can speak as an individual. I am, unhappy, how- 
ever, about a recent news story to the effect that 
the House Committee is planning to formally de- 
nounce an organization and a publication. 

I have had the pleasure of meeting Conde 
McGinley, have had considerable correspon- 
dence with him, and have read Common Sense 
rather carefully for a number of years, I have 
also cooperated with that publication by sending 
out several hundred sample copies to members 
and cooperators of this Council. While these 
sendings were without recommendation, it goes 
without saying that I approved what was written 
in these particular issues else I would not have 
sent them out without critical comment. 

As I have read Common Sense, it appears to 
me that the writers have in mind excoriation of 


“specific acts of individuals and groups, and if 


and when these groups and individuals are Jews, 
I can see no reason why they should not be so 


identified. 
Then, as I see it, striking at Common Sense is 


a blow at the free press, unless it can be shown 
definitely that there is something subversive 
about the publication and/or its content. 

Even supposing that I am wrong, and that at 
times Common Sense may have published state- 
ments by its editor or contributors which verge 
upon what the Jews are pleased to call anti- 
Semitic. I think it is important that the Commit- 
tee bear in mind this question: Where shall the 


line be drawn? 

This Christian Council like all other outspoken Chris- 
tian-American organizations, has been branded as anti- 
Semitic by the Anti-Defamation League and its stooges. 
This happened before any publication of the Council 
ever had mentioned Jews or Jewish activities, except that 
our brochure “How Red .. . ?” carries a statement to 
the effect that the Federal Council of Churches has re- 
ceived and accepted contributions from Jewish organi- 
zations. Since this is a fact there is nothing libelous or 
subversive about it, nor can the expression be called 
anti-Semitic, even if the Jewish viewpoint on such mat- 
ters were to be accepted. 

Subsequent to this publication, and more recently, this 
Council has pointed out that the National Council of 
Churches is cooperating with Jewish organizations to 
revise the Crucifixion story in order to salve the tender 
feelings of the Jews. So far as I know, this Council has 
not been branded as anti-Semitic for this particular state- 
ment, but the Council has taken and will continue to 
take the position that it is not subversive and not wrong 
in any other way to point to subversion, Un-American 
or un-Christian activities of Jews or Jewish organizations. 
Will this position bring us, too, into disfavor with the 
Committee? 

I would like to have an expression from you on these 
matters, and the same goes for other members of the 
House Committee who will receive copies of this letter.
